GIRLS IN FRANCE

From the telephone unit, signal corps, 
American 
expeditionary 
forces 
in 
France, come interesting, broczy letters 
from tho Misses Lucile and Miriam do 
Jersey, two American girls' of French 
parentage and training, who wont from 
the telephone office at Covina to France 
with 
the 
American 
forces 
several 
months ago. The two girls were taken 
into the service as telephone operators 
because of their 
knowledge 
of tho 
work and their ability to apeak French 
and .English fluently. 


Tihey speak of training for some 
weeks at Tours, and have recently been 
transferred to a post of active service. 
The letters are written to Hazel Rog­ 
ers. Anna Gerhart and Polly Haynes, 
and are passed about in tho telephone 
office among the former associates of 
those girls who are now in the midst 
of tho greatest adventure any girl ever 
participated in. Here is an extract 
from one of the letters: 


"Miriam and I have the same Sun­ 
days off, so we can g6 out togethor. 
We mot a very nice officer from Cali­ 
fornia. It's funny,, but about the first 
thing wo ask when we are introduced 
to American officers, is what part of 
the states they como from. This officer 
was pleased to talk with someone from 
California, for of course we all think 
that California is "the place." 


We have a French, lady in tho house 
who looks after tho meals and other 
household things. She came from the 
country near. Rhoims, I love to hoar 
her talk. It makCB me think of birds. 
Most o£ her household goods were de­ 
stroyed by the Gormans. But today 
she showed, me a beautiful picture of 
Khe cathedral dc Rheims, which by 
great good fortune escaped. She told 
mo tho rose window in front had the 
most beautiful colorings when the light 
shone through from the outside. The 
church had a beautiful chimo, which 
would change its tune every three

I surely wish you could see this 
country—you would love it. Just now 
everything is fresh an.d green. 
The 
strawberries and cherries are just be­ 
ginning to come in. The French nre 
gvent gardeners—they know how to 
raise fine vegetables. Their gardens are 
small, but they grow a great variety 
on a small space. This part of France 
is supposed to be populated with peo­ 
ple who speak the purest French. They 
like to talk—the French central girls 
carry on a regular conversation when 
you put in a call. I think it would 
hurt their feelings if you spoke to 
them in a brief mannor. 
The French 
telephones have two receivers. I'vo 
seen a Frenchman take down a receiver 
and continuo the conversation with peo- 
plo ho was having in the room, and in 
tho meantime central would be asking 
him frantically what he wanted." 


In another letter the Covina girls 
Bpeak of tho fine food they are servod, 
and spoak enthusiastically of the caro 
taken of them by the American service. 
They see German prisoners marching 
by with the letters " P . G." on their 
arms, on their way to prison cumps.

ENROTJTE FOR FRANCE 


COUNTY FARM BUREAU ARRANGES 
BIG COVINA PROGRAM FOR JULY 20 


A community day for ranchers, when 
the citrus growers of tho Covina valley 
will entertain the growers of Los An­ 
geles county and of Southern Califor­ 
nia, has been arranged for on a large 
scale for Saturday, July 20, ono week 
from tomorrow, when the Covina Val­ 
ley Farm Center, of which Ben F. 
Thorpe is president, will hold on all-day 
fumigation demonstration at the Covina 
union high school grounds, and in the 
nuditQrium. 
Arrangements are being 
made by H. A. Miller, member of the 
directorate of the Los Angeles Farm 
Bureau and local director, and J. L. 
Matthews of the Covina Argus, who 
will handle tho publicity. Tho program 
will be generally supervised by Dr. J. 
Eliot Coit, farm agent. 


Tho fumigation demonstrations and 
lectures will begin at 30 o'clock, and 
will have the cooperation of tho state 
experiment station at Riverside, with 
Dr. H. J. Quayle, entomologist, present. 
Tho first address will bo made by Hor­ 
ticultural Commissioner of Los Angeles 
County, William Wood, who will give a 
practical talk on what the commission 
is accomplishing in scale control. He 
will be followed by a talk on tho record 
of scale control on city lots and small 
groves, by Horticultural Inspector Dr. 
A.'G. Smith of Pasadona. In this large 
city of Pasadena a thorough system 
along those lines has been efficiently 
worked out. This will be followed by a 
talk and demonstration on cooperative 
fumigation as practiced by tho San An­ 
tonio Fruit Exchange ,of Pomona, by 
thoir superintendent, W. G. Wyraan. 


A local society of women, if possible 
the Covina branch of the Red Cross, 
will be asked to arrange for tho feeding 
of the poople at noon-time. Inasmuch 
as there wtt be an exceptionally large 
crowd, it is thought that this will be 
an opportunity for the making of a 
large sum of money,for patriotic pur­ 
poses.

Assemblyman Race 


H. A. Miller of Covina, a rancher, who 
has been prominently identified with 
public affairs in the volley for n num­ 
ber of years, and who is at present a 
director of the Los Angeles County 
Farm Bureau and director of the Co­ 
vina Valley Farm Center, announces 
this week that he will be a candidate 
for assemblyman in tho 68th assembly 
district. His name will appear on tho 
Republican ballot, to be votod upon at 
tho primaries, August 27. Mr. Miller is 
a director in the Covina Chamber of 
Corrfmercc, and has been activo locally 
in all war drives in the valley since tho 
outbreak of the war. 


Mr. Miller states that he stands ia 
tho first place for a dry state. He is 
whole-heartedly in favor of passing a 
rigid anti-usuary law, and an anti-pro­ 
fiteering law. He wants to cooperate 
in overy possible manner to assist in 
the speedy and victorious conclusion of 
tho war. In common with tho national 
legislators from tho Pacific coast, ho 
believes that there should bo moTO ade­ 
quate coast protection of California, 
Ho will, if elected, keep in close touch 
with the state horticultural commis­ 
sion for tho purposo of strengthening 
luws and procoduro that will benefit 
tho rancher and tho fruit grower. State 
cooperation in flood control will bo nn 
important feature of his work. Ho be­ 
lieves that the state should economize 
in overy possible way that will not in­ 
jure tho efficiency of tho stnte govern­ 
ment. In relation to tho formation of 
Homo Guards in every community in 
the state, ho believes that legislation 
can bo enacted that will give support 
to those companies, and such support 
as will put each company on a practical 
military basis. 


At 2 o 'clock there will bo an address, 
"Fumigation Procedure as Applied to 
Los Angeles County," by Mark Swi- 
gart, Horticultural inspector of Whit­ 
tier, one of tho best-informed men on 
fumigation connected with the county 
work. 


"Liquid Hydrocyanic Acid GaB" will 
be the subject chosen by Dr. H. J. 
Quayle, who has been making exhaus­ 
tive investigations of this coming form 
of applying fumigation materials. Ho 
will bo assisted by,S. A. Stowell and a 
force of fumigating operators, in show­ 
ing a practical demonstration of tho 
work. Tents will be thrown over a row 
of trees on a nearby orchard, and the 
entire procedure, with the exception of 
the actual releasing of the gas, will be 
shown. Arrangements arc being, made 
to take motion pictures of the opera­ 
tion, so that a record can bo preserved 
and shown at other meetings through­ 
out Southern California* and in tho cit­ 
rus districts of the state. 


Further details will bo announced in 
a printed program next week. Every 
rancher is asked to advertise this meet­ 
ing, and to bring the entire family.

Goat 
fanciers of Southern California will be 
present to adjudge awards.

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RADICAL CHANGES IN GAS RATES 


IN EFFECT IN COVINA JULY 22 


District Manager F. H. Bivens of the 
Southern Counties Gas Company brings 
to Covina the welcome news this week 
that the gas rates for Covina, as well 
as for every other locality in this val­ 
ley, have been materially reduced. The 
new rates go into effect on Monday, 
July 22. 


That the reduction is very marked is 
shown especially in Class 1-A domestic, 
where the gas is used for cooking and 
heating in private homes. The first ono 
thousand cubic feet will cost one dol­ 
lar, as against the old rate of $1.25. 
The old rate on 2000 feet was $2.35, 
while the new rate is $1.80. 
The old 
rate for 4000 feet was $4.15, and the 
new rate is $3.40, and for 5000 feet the 
old rate was $5.05, while the new rate 
is $4.20. 


The new rates after the first thou­ 
sand are in full as follows: 


4000 feet at 80 cents per thousand 
plus one dollar; 15,000 feet 60 cents; 
30,000 feet 50 cents; 50,000 feet at 40 
cents; all over 100,000 feet at 35 cents. 
The minimum service will be one dol­ 
lar. 


CHEAP HEATING BATES. 


This cut in rates affects 
everyone 
who installed a gas-heater in the home. 
Many Covina families have gas fur­ 
naces, which were installed for 
the 
most part last winter, and they are iu 
luek. Also, everyone who took advan­ 
tage of the offer last winter to put gas- 
burners into wood or coal stoves. 
This 
method of heating worked like a charm 
last winter, and was comparatively in­ 
expensive as compared with the cost of 
coal or wood. 
It will be even more 
cheap this coming winter. 


The new rates were established by 
the state railroad commission, after an 


appeal had been made for a move equit­ 
able rate for all the localities served 
by the Southern Counties Gas Company. 
The Orange county rntcs were raised in 
a recent decision, because they 
had 
been lower for some time than was the 
case in this valley. The rates in Po­ 
mona, San Dimas, LaVcrne, Glendora, 
Azusa, Monrovia and all towns of the 
San Gabriel valley will be the same as 
in Covina. 


ALL NATUKAL GAS. 


The gas used in Covina, and through­ 
out the district, all comes from tho oil 
wells in Coyote hills, near La Habra. 
It is brought through pipes on its own 
force to Pomona, and is pumped from 
Pomona to this valley. It is all the 
unmixed natural gas as it comes from 
the oil-wells. All tests made recently 
Bhow that it contains 1150 heat units, 
which is the highest heat-power of any 
gas used in the state. It is, by the way, 
just about double in heat to the old 
gas which was utilized in Covina sev­ 
eral years ago, when artificial gas was 
made at the Covina plant. Los Angeles 
city has been trying for years to insist 
on gas of 1100 heat units, but at the 
present time only has a product that 
tests 800 units. 


With the two facts of double the 
amount of heat and the lowering of 
the price, Covina is about three times 
better off in gas supply than in the old 
days. 
The gas now pumped is also 
much better for use in kitchen ranges, 
as it does not burn out the stoves or 
clog, as did the old artificial gas. Co­ 
vina people can figure that they are 
getting twice as much gas on the same 
meter record as in the old days, and 
at a considerably cheaper price.

Church Unity Coming 
Says Covina Pastor 


That the war i shastening the inevi­ 
table time when churches will find n 
common ground on which to unite, and 
that the small differences in beliefs are 
rapidly passing away, is the opinion of 
Rev. J. \V. Utter of the First Christian 
church of Covina, who gave a very 
interesting address before a large audi­ 
ence at the union meeting of the evan­ 
gelical churclres of the city last Sun­ 
day evening. The meeting, as has been 
the ease in the past month, was held on 
the lawn at the high school. The de­ 
lightful weather of Southern California 
early evening in the open air lends 
much to the pleasure of these meetings. 


Taking his text from the utteranco of 
Peter, " I t is good to be here,'/ he elab­ 
orated on the theme by stating that ev­ 
ery American soldier or sailor in the 
service is anxious to be 
where 
the 
fighting and the danger is greatest, and 
that they are not content to be behind 
the lines. These men say, when it c6mes 
their turn to occupy the trenches, "it 
is good to be here," and they do not 
wish to be elsewhere, for the American 
soldier, as perhnps no other soldier in 
the world, recogaues to the full tho 
tremen:lc\H moral {-olicy for which he 
is fighting. 


In this world, *he speaker said, there 
are som-i who bcliuve that it is not 
good to bt; on earth at this time, citing 
the grest war as on indication that 
civilization is failing. There are those 
who perhaps honestly believe that the 
churches of Christ are failing, because 
of this awful indication of the lack of 
the brotherhood of man. But never be­ 
fore in all the history of the world has 
there been an amalgamation of nations 
fighting for such highly Christian prin­ 
ciples as those for which the allies and 
the United States are 
fighting. 
And 
never in the history of 
Christianity 
has the ?.hurch, in all its branches and 
phases, been so potential for advance­ 
ment us now. 
Rev. Uttci' spoke of the 
thrill of pride that cane to him when 
he read the words of foreign statesmen, 
praising the great princ 
;ples for -nhich 
the United States has consecrated her 
forces. He spoke feelingly of the tow­ 
ering figure of President Wilson 
in 
world 
affairs—that 
he 
is 
truly 
the 
spokesman for all the civilized 
and 
Christian world. It is good to be here, 
in this wonderful, free country, with 
such, leaders, he said. 
Every day, the 
speaker said, he thanked God that he 
had been given the inexpressible privi­ 
lege of being an American. He did not 
believe that he could stand it to be a 
citizen or subject of a nation whose 
word was repudiated, whose every act 
was mistrusted, and upon whom the 
righteous wrath of all free nations had 
been visited. 


Rev. Utter believes that all churches 
are rapidly trending toward unity. The 
war is bringing this inevitable fact to 
a clumination much faster than would 
otherwise have been the case. This is 
one of the beneficial by-products of the 
war, he said.

CRAWFOBD TRAGEDY TOLD 


BT EASTERN NEWSPAPER 


A friend of L. L. Ratekin of Covina 
has sent the following clipping from 
an eastern newspaper, concerning the 
tragedy last week spoken of in the 
Argus, when a Covina family was near­ 
ly wiped out in a collision between the 
automobile and a railroad train:

Crawford, a ranch owner of Covina, 
Cal., and his daughter Vivian, aged 11, 
were killed at noon today, and three 
other members of the family were ser­ 
iously injured when their automobile 
was struck by a passenger train at tho 
grade crossings of the Chicago, Indiana 
and Southern railway and the Lincoln 
highway ten miles south of Hammond. 


The Crawfords were driving through 
to their home after spending the winter 
with Mrs. O. A. Smith, a sister of Mrs. 
Crawford, 715 Riverside avenue, Fort 
Wayne. 
The road on which they ap­ 
proached the railway crossing 
winds 
through the woods 
between 
Schoror- 
ville and Dyer, Ind., and the view is 
obstructed. Crawford drove directly in 
front of tho oncoming train and tho 
locomotive 
struck 
the 
automobile 
squarely and tossed it sixty feet.

were 
extricated 
from the wreckage and brought to Ham­ 
mond aboard the train. The injured arc 
being cared for at St. Margaret's hos­ 
pital.

J a n u a r y , t o do so a t once, in jord'er' 
t h a t all people interested in 
m a k i n g 
t h e nation d r y h a v e a vote a t the pri­ 
maries on August 27. T h e minister said 
t h a t this w a s very important, and there 
is n o question b u t t h a t this is a fact. 
''"We m u s t t e e t o i t , " the 
minister 
said, " t h a t men of t h e right sort rep­ 
resent us in t h e house? of congress and 
in state and county g o v e r n m e n t . " 


N o valid moral reason'for t h e manu­ 
facture a n d sale of intoxicating liquors 
h a s ever been presented t h a t could b e 
accepted b y a sane people. The earliest 
written statements of men were against 
indulgence in liquor. 
I t is the com­ 
monest k i n d of platitude t o say t h a t 
alcoholic liquors never h a d a place in 
t h e scheme* of progress.

not belong to that 
party. 
They can

election which follows in the fall, a n y 
voter can vote for any candidate, re­ 
gardless of p a r t y affiliations. 


This holds t r u e in Tegard to the pri­

" o n - p a r t i s a n . " All county offices, such 
as sheriff, assessor, supervisor, etc., are 
non-partisan. Persons w h o do not state 
their p a r t y affiliation m a y vote f o r non­ 
partisan 
candidates at the 
primaries, 
b u t cannot vote for such candidates as 
assemblyman, 
state 
senator, 
congress­ 
man, governor, etc. 


Therefore, in selecting candidates for 
state a n d nation w h o will be of t h e 
right sort in the m a t t e r of a d r y na­ 
tion, i t is necessary for t h e votor to 
choose a p a r t y affiliation. 
I t is never 
wise t o register " n o t s t a t e d , " for such, 
a person cannot help choose t h e nomi­ 
nees, and m a y therefore be obliged to 
voto f(ir candidates afterward of whom 
the voter cannot wholly approve.

This sum is compared with $19,000,000 as the average annual profit 


for the three years before the war, making it appear that the war 


profit was $121,000,000 greater than the pre-war profit. 


This compares a three-year profit with a one-year profit—a manifestly 


unfair "method of comparison.. .It is not only misleading, but the 


Federal Trade Commission apparently has made a mistake in the 


figures themselves.

The aggregate three-year profit of $140,000,000 was earned on sales 


of over four and a half billion dollars.

being sent, respect must be shown to the

things in as good a condition as pos­ 
sible.

LOANS SIX MILLLIONS 


Much comment has been made bo- 
cause General Pershing has roquostod 
the men of the army to refrain from 
swearing. The following communication 
from General Washington, will be in­ 
teresting reading upon this subject:

The First National Farm Loan Asso 
ciation is an auxiliary of tho Fedoral 
Land Bank at Berkeley, which is one 
of 
the 
twelve Federal Land 
Banks 
of the United States. 
Its businoss is to 
make it easier for farmers to obtain 
money for the expansion of their busi 
ness, especial attention being paid to 
the farmer who is taking up virgin soil 
The loans are made on the basis of five 
and one-half percent, and it is claimed 
that this is a distinct advantage, as most 
other banking institutions charge seven 
percent. 


The Los Angeles county organization 
has as its president, E. W. Hart of Sun 
Dimas. 
Mr. Douglass says that all ap 
plications for loans are being handled 
promptly. 
The personnel of the organ 
ization at Berkoley has undorgone a 
complete change since the inception of 
the bank. 


Whilo no member of the board of dir 
ectors receives a salary but the secre 
tary-trcasurer, Mr. Douglass says that 
he stp.nds ready at any time to discuss 
the details of this method of getting 
loans, and will be glad to assist anyone 
in tho Covina valley who is interested 
A conservative campaign is being car 
ried on by the directors to more thor 
oughly publicize the methods and prac 
tises of the farm loan bank.
